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The oroblem of a seminary in Wasatch Stake was first considered by the Stake 
Presidency on March 23, 1918. The decision to secure a tescher was made March 31 
of that same year. The Stake Presidency at this time consisted of Joseoh R. Murdock, 
President: James Ce Jensen and G. Frank Ryan, as Counsellors and David ae Broadbent, 
as stake Clerk. They aoolied to the First Presidency of the Church for a Seminary 
and on Aoril 20, the First Presidency granted their request and aoprooriated the 
sum of $1200 to nay the first annual salary of a teacher. This grant was made on 
condition that the Stake orovide a adlats titine in which seminary classes might 
be held. This condition was met on Aoril 26, when the Bishooric of the Heber Third 
Ward tendered the use of their Ward House for Seminary 9uro0383, oroviding that the 
Stake assume the resvonsibility for paying for the extra exoense for heat, janitotal 
service, etc. Fredrick Crook was Bishoo of the Third Ward at this time. This kindly 
offer was gladly acceoted and on May 26, Ernest À. Jacobsen Es dose as the first 
Seminary instructor at an annual salary of $1200 as avorooriated by the First 
Presidencye 

When school commenced in the fall of the year, it was decided that the Third 
Ward Chapel was too far away from the high school for convenience of the students, 
and on September 15, arrangements were made to hold Seminary classes in one of the 
vacant rooms of the high school building. One hundred dollars oer year was fixed «as 
the rental orice to be said the high school. Seminary work was carried on through 
out the school year a3 scheduled through an outbreak of influenza occured during the 
year and seriously interfered with all school work. The February 2, 1919, report 
of instructor E, A. Jacobsen showed an enrollment of 193 students in the Book of 
Mormon, Utah History, Old Testament, and New Testament classes which were held that 
year. It was a broken year ard none of the studenta comoleted the required work 
for graduation. 

Seminary work continued during its secord year, 1919-1920, with E. A. Jacobsen 


returning to carry on tne work. School combencei on September 21, and Sewinary 


classes were held in the Heber Third Ward Chapel as had been provided for the previous 


year. On January 4, 1920, the sur of $107.30 was aid to brother Jaco'bsen and the 
Heber Third Ward for tuildinz expenses, and it was decided to aooortion this amount 
among the wards according to the number of students in Seminary from the various wards. 
On March 21, 1920, the Tidwell lot, just north of the high school, vas ourchased 

for the sum of $2500. This oroperty to be used for Seminary pur:083ege 

Durins the summer of 1920, ©. Ae Jacobsen was released as the Seminary instructor 
in order that he might serve as Principal of the Vernal Academy. Later he became 
Suoerintendent of the North Summit School District. Seminary work continued in the 
fall of 1920 with Raloh F. Nilsson as Seminary instructor. He revorted a seminary 
enrollment during that year of 137 students. He tau-nt classes in Old Testament, 

New Testament, and Church History and Doctrine. Seventy-five students were reoorted 
as being enrolled in the courses in Church History although all of them did not 
finish the year's work, The names of Eva Wilson and Mary Rasband, who later became 
teachers in the high school, were listed as members of this classe 

Brother Nilsson was re-emoloyed as Seminary te. cher for 1921-22, and revorted 
and enrollrent of 153 students, of whom 108 were in Old Testament; 37 in New Testament; 
and 8 enrolled in the course in Church History and Doctrine. Of this number only 
four comoleted the vear's work. These were Vida Broadbent, Reta Brown, Electa 
Johnson, and Jennie Pyoer, In 1922-23 an enrollment of 154 students was reported. 

Of this number nine were enrolled in Church History and Doctrine and seven 
completed the course. These included Linden Chapman, Almond Clez:, Deon Fortie, 
LaVora Giles, Walter Montgomery, Lorraine Murdock, and Dean Fortie. 

David A. Broadbent was appointed princinal of the Seminary in the fall of 1923 
and hed an enrollment of 187 students during that year. Of this number twenty-two 
comoleted the three years ol work and were graduated. Included in this class were 
Clyde Broadbent, Ellis Clyde, Reed Kohler, etc. In 1924-25, there vere 253 students 
enrolled and 32 graduated. 

In 1925 the old Jonathan Clegg home (Tidwell )roverty) in which Seminary 


Classes had been held the orevious year, was torn down and the useable material 


was made available for use in the construction of the new Seminary building which 


ce des 


wag erected on that site. The Heber Tithinz ord Grocery buildins was also torn down 
and a pert of the material used in the new buildins. Later in the year when the Heber 
Central School Buildin: burned down the useable materials were ourchased and worked 
into the new Seminary building. It îs a rather interesting coincidence that the 
materials of three old buildings in Heber became a sart of the new Se inary structure, 
which was nlanrei for a dual ourvose - that of a Seminary building and also for stake 
administrative )ur)o3e3, the two being combined. The cost of this building with 
furrituro and equioment was $25,000, one-half of which was orovided from „eneral 

a 
church funds by President Heber J. Grant. Don Corlos Young ws the architect; the 
Wasatch Stake Presidency was the building comvittee: and D. A. Broadbent was the 
juserintendert of Construction. The balance of the cost was raised locally, the 
rine wards of the stare contributin: money, labor, and materials toward its 
construction. 

When Seminary work started in the fall of 1925, two tenchers were employed for 
this first year in the new building. Heber M. Rusband was chosen as asiistant to 
D. A. Broadbent for the year 1925-26. There was a total enrollment of 254 students. 
Of this number 59 were graduated in the soring. Some of the members of this class 
included Alfred Chapman, Dougias Carlile, Daniel Crook (died 1939 of heart ailment), 
Wendell Duke, Roy Huffaker, Leslie North, Mima Rasband, Otis Sweat, Maizie Watson, 
Wilson Young, etc. 

In 1926-27, D. A. Broadbent and Heber M, Rasband continued the work with 254 
students enrolled and 37 graduating. Some members of this grouo included Farell 
Anderson, Howard Duke, Helen De Graff, Zelma McNauechton, Ower Probst, and Paul Van 
Wagoner. The Seminary building was dedicated May 29, 1927, by President Charles 
We Fibley. |
